Inthe course of time she was en- 
gaged to marry a young weaver of Halifax, 
whose name was John Croasiey. They mar- 
ried at length and settled down to a life of 
honest industry. Crossiey wus frugal and 
thrifty. He got on well, laid by his earnings 
and atlength was abie to rent a wool mill an 
dwelling-house. When the couple were 
about entering their mew quarters a 
holy purpose of consecration took possession 
of the young wife. On the day of entering 
the house sne rose at four o’clock in the 
morning and went into the door-yard. There, 
in the early twilight, before entering the 
house, she knelt on the ground and gave her 
life auew to God. She vowed most solemnly 
in these words: “‘If the Lord does bless me 
at this place, the poor shail have a share of 
it?” 

That grand act of consecration was the 
germ of a life of marvelous nobility. It was 
the law ofthis homefor many years, while 
sons were born and erew up underits en- 
nobling influence. John Crossley died leav- 
ing a comfortable property and a good name. 
The widow lived onto old age and would 
never consent to remove from her first home 
to a better one. The sons carried 
on their father’s business, educated 
and controlled by the spirit of the mother’s 
early vow. One of the youngest sons became 
a baronet and a Member of Parliament for 
West Riding. In his mature life he said, ‘‘It 
ia to this vow, made and Kept wath so mucho 
fidelity, that I attribute the great success of 
my father in business. My mother was always 
looking how she could best keep her vow.”’ 

The Croasleys grew rich apd great. The 
sons of the §kitchen-maid became owners of 
mills which covered acres of ground. These 
structures rose, story above story, in solid 
masses. The work-people were increased to 
the number of four and five thnousaad. The 
good old mother became alarmed, and said 
that such large operations were dangerous, 
and that acrash would come. The gone an- 
swered.

RUSSIAN BRUTALITY. 


More Infamous Treatment ot Hebrews 
by the People of Russia. 

N. Y. Herald’s St. Petersburg Correspondence. 

The Zaria newspaper gives an account of a 
shocking tragedy which occurred in the 
neighborhood of the town of Loubna. On 
the night of March 24 three soldiers of a lancer 
regiment quartered in the town entered the 
establishment of a Jew retailer of spirits of 
the name of Malinoff. The hour being late, 
the family, consisting of nine persons, had re- 
tired to rest, with the exception of the eldest 
daughter,a girl of eighteen. The soldiers 
asked for fourpenny worth of ‘“vodky,’’ 
with which they were duly served by the 
girl. When the liquor had been con- 
sumed, she asked tnem to retire, as the 
hour was so late. Her guests did not burrv 
themselves, but presently two of them went 
out. Thethird remained, and approaching 
the bed where the owner of the establishment 
was lying asleep, he woke bim up and de- 
manded his money. The terrified Jew sprang 
up, but before he could take a single step the 
sholdier fired two shots with his revolver and 
the wretched man fell, a bleeding corpse, be- 
fore his daughter’s eyes. The screams ofthe 
girl awoke the whole family. Her mother, 
who was in a back room, and whom recent 
events had taught to expect$ violence and 
outrage, seized her two youngest children, 
and hid one ofthemin an empty box, which 
she shutand locked, and theother under a 
couch. She then tried herself to escape 
through the window, but the soldiers were 
on the lookout, and rushing after her they 
caught her and beat her until she fell sense- 
less, and, as they supposed, dead. Then the 
murderers returned to the house. There 
they found two boys, aged fourteen and fif- 
teen, Standing awe-struck and affrighted over 
their slaughiered father. 

The barbarians were unmoved by the pitiful 
sight, and the boys speedily shared the fate of 
their parent, and fell dying on his corpse. 
Now the murderers began to search the house 
and soon discovered the chila whom the 
mother had concealed in the empty trunk. 
This unfortunate infant they kicked to death 
with their spurs. Having thus deposed of 
the whole family, except the eldest dahghter, 
tie ruffians next turned their attention to 
her, and, under threats of the most fearful 
consequences should she refuse, they bid her 
inform them where her father’s money was to 
be found. ‘The trembling girl disclosed the 
biding-place of the litile stere which had been 
saved as the resuit of the industry and thrift 
of the family, and forty rubies and seven sil- 
ver spoons became the booty of the assassins. 
{t might bave been supposed their evil pas- 
sions would have been satisfied with the 
crimes already committed, but the unfortun- 
ate girl soon found that such was not the 
case. The rutlians indeed spared her life, 
but they brutally outraged her before leaving 
the house. Having thus wreaked their will 
on allthe members wf the family, they at last 
departed. 

The worst feature inthe affair has, how- 
ever, vettobe related, and will show how 
littl mercy the Jews can expect, even from 
those whose duties should specially teach 
them compassion. On leaving the scene of 
their actrocities the soldiers discovered that 
the mother of the family, whom they had 
left for dead, had recovered consciousvess, 
and was trying toget away to seek assistance 
in the neighborhood. They fired at her with 
their revolvers, and succeeded in wounding 
her, but. she nevertheless struggled on and 
got out of their reach. The wretched wo- 
man, bleeding and covered with wounds and 
clothed onlyin the night dressin which she 
was sleeping when theattack commenced, 
soughithe protection of a monk who lived 
ciose by. The monk got up on hearing her 
cries, but when he opened his door and 
discovered that it was “‘only a Jewess’’ that 
sought his protection he refused assistance or 
refuge, aud the people of the neighboring

PRINCESS AND POOR. 


Interesting Gossip About Queen Vic- 
turia’s Youngest Daughter. 
From the Boston Herald. 

The rumor runs in Engiand that the Prin- 
ce=5 Beatrice, the Queen’s fifth daughter and 
voungest child, isto be married to the Ear! of 
Fife. That would be a sore downcome from 
the spousal levei of the royal family. The 
Princess Victoria, the Queen’s eldest daugh- 
ter, made, without Knowing it, the very best 
match in Europe. She was married, twenty- 
four years ago, to the Crown Prince of Prus- 

ia. Since then the{German Empire has been 
erected upon the battle pillars of Sadowa and 
Sedan, and pow her husband is heir-apparent 
to the proudest throne of the 
continent. The second daughter, the 
lameuted Princess Alice, won the heir 
to the Grand-ducal throne of Hesse. The 
third daughter, Princess Helena, was mar- 
ried to a Prince, who, though not of a reign- 
ing family, stands within the pale of royal 
connection. The fourth daughter, the Prin- 
cess Louise, went out ofthe purple fora 
busband, but she entered the house of Argyll, 
and so faras Scottish opinion counts, the 
heir tothe titie of MacCulilum More has an 
bereditary right to aspire to the most august 
alliance. It would be a long step down from 
a Marquis of Lorne toan Earlof Fife. No 
doubt une young Earl bas many personal ad- 
vantages. Heis handsome, weaithy, accom- 
plished, talented, a great favorite in society 
and on terms of intimacy with the royal fam- 
ily. But—weil, there are a good many buts 
in his case. 

For one drawback, the Earl of Fife holds 
only middle rank in the peerage. Earls come 
after Dukes and Marquises, and before Vis- 
counts and Barons. The rank is compara- 
tively common. In the different peerages of 
the three kingdoms, after deducting the 
duplicated titles, there are only 30 Dukes 
and 33 Marquises, but the Ear!ls number 
218, the Viscounts 64 ana the Barons 271. 
It will be seen that nothing below a Mar- 
quis has claim to special distinction. To 
wake the matter worse, the Earl of Fife jis 
not even an Earlin the English peerage. He 
is simply a Baron. He sits in the House 
of Lords as Baron Skene, a modern 
tile conferred upon the Duff family 
in 1857, the verv year, by the way,in which 
the Princess Beatrice was born. Thus the 
Earl’s place in the peerage of Engiand is 
actually no older than the royal lady tv whom 
rumor has engaged him. He holds rank as 
Earl only in the peerage of Ireland. Strange 
to say, though he isa Duff of the sturdy Elgin 
and Narin stock, though he owns no fewer 
than nine seats in the northern kingdom, be 
is not a member of the peerage of Scotland. A 
second objection, even stronger than deficien- 
cy of rank, is found in taint of blood. ‘There 
is a good deal of the bar sinister about the 
Fifes. Of the Earl’s four sisters, two exposed 
themselves to serious and iasting scandal. 
That, however, might be passed over, though 
not readily, by a royal mother so inconsistent 
upon respectability as is the Queen. But the 
darker blot remains. The Eu.ri of Fife holds
